MATTERS. WHEN THE AG'ENDA HAD BEEN COVERED STURM WAS HANDED THE 
BOOKoAND HIS ATTENTION DIRECTED TO THE PAGE ON KURT HARTMANN. 

STURM READ THE ITEM CAREFULLY. AND STATED HE FOUND IT OF INTEREST 
BECAUSE THAT VERY MORNING /10 OCTOBER/ HE HAD BEEN DISCUSSING THE 
CASE OF A HARTMANN WITH ALIAS R I SCHKE. STURM WAS 'TOLD/ THAT WHEN
